URUGUAY. 
MONTEVIDEO— Smallpox. 

The following communication, dated May 2, was received from the 
Department of State under date of June 13: 

Smallpox continues present in the suburbs of Montevideo and has 
recently invaded the center of the city. The chief point of infection 
is the suburb of Villa Munoz, where from 5 to 15 cases are reported 
daily, many of these being of the hemorrhagic form. According to 
the latest official returns the total number of cases in the district for 
the first four months of the year 1910 was 590, as compared with 290 
cases for the whole of the year 1909. As a rule the disease is limited 
to persons who have not been vaccinated. Many cases have occurred 
in the towns in the interior and the disease has recently appeared 
at San Carlos, which is situated near Maldonado in close vicinity to 
the anchorage ground of the foreign war vessels which are expected 
to be present at the time of the Buenos Aires centennial celebration.
